MOBILIZING MILLIONS TO AID

PEIPING, 
Oct. 
9.—With 
a 
fleet of 18 Japanese warships en 
route to China and the threat 
of war growing almost hourly, 
the Chinese nationalist govern­ 
ment today began the transfer 
of its capital from Nanking to 
the more secluded city of Loyang. 
Official dispatches received here 
said President Chiang K ai-Shek was 
moving his arm ies, equipm ent and 
state documents to Loyang as a pre­ 
caution against Japanese occupation 
of Nanking. One report received in 
Peiping declared one of the fleet ot 
18 Japanese warships had been or­ 
dered to anchor in tne Yangtze river 
directly off Nanking. 
Troops Moved. 
While the central governm ent is 
moving to a safer area, heavy de­ 
tachm ents of Chinese troops are be­ 
ing left on Lion Hill, in back of 
Nanking, to repel any attem pted 
Japanese invasion of the city. 
Faced with one of the gravest 
crises in its history, the Chinese re­ 
public today celebrated 
the 21th 
anniversary of its founding. 
M ar­ 
shal Chang Hseuh-Liang, governor 
of M anchuria, received American 
and C anadain delegates to the Pan- 
Pacific conference a t his palace. 
Vincent Massey, C anadian spokes­ 
m an, inform ed him the conference 
had been postponed owing to the 
growing Sino-Japanese tension, but 
th a t inform al ^meetings would take 
place in Shanghai instead. 
In reply to Jap an ’s protest against 
anti-Japanese dem onstrations and 
boycott of Japanese goods, the n a­ 
tionalist governm ent issued a proc­ 
lam ation assum ing full responsibil­ 
ity for protection of the lives and 
property of Japanese nationals.

Another institute was held at Col­ 
lege Hall, New Wilmington begin­ 
ning on October 5th, 1863. 
It is a 
curious co-incidence that the pres­ 
ent institute began on the same day 
of the same month. 
Among the resolutions passed at 
this meeting was one which deplored 
the necessity for the absence of so 
many teachers in the defense 
of 
their country. 
Another resolution 
read as follows: 
Resolved: That ere we part we 
-join heart and hand in a solemn ob­ 
ligation to stand by our good old 
government in weal or in woe, in 
peace or in war, and always take for 
our motto, the words of the immor­

• ful to the institution of quarantine. 
By it our children are protected, as 
I also are our neighbors’ children. It 
j truly helps us to realize that we are 
our brother’s keeper. 
But a great many schools do not 
| yet have medical health inspection, 
particularly in the smaller towns 
| and rural places, though children 
I living in these places are no less 
i precious than are their city cousins. 
Wherever w*e live, our children are, 
! and ought to be, dear to us. 
We w?ant to know first about the 
| safety of the drinking water for 
J school children. 
We want to know 
• that the water has been properly 
I tested by health authorities, and 
that school children are permitted 
to drink only safe water. 
Those 
whose children drink from w’ells and 
springs at home are going to have 
the water tested. A small sample 
can be sent to the state health de- 
| partment, where it will be exam- 
| ined and reported upon free. 
•

Not long ago I visited the little : 
; one-room school house where I as 
a country lad. attended school, and 
later taught. I learned that the well 
from which the children of this 
school usually get their w^ater had 
been condemned by the state public 
health department, as being con­ 
taminated with typhoid fever bac- j 
tena. Fortunately the teacher saw 
to it that each 
child 
brought to j 
j school with him each day a quart of | 
I W'ater from home. While speaking to 
| the owner of that well I urged him 
! to boil the water from this well be- j 
; fore he and his wife would drink j 
i it. He replied: “For fifty years I 
have been drinking from that well, 
. and have never caught any disease; 
why bother about it?” Such is the 
attitude 
of 
a 
^reat 
many well- 
1 meaning folk, as many of us know j 
! all too well. 
! 
We need, moreover, to warn our , 
children from drinking from untest­ 
ed springs and streams on the way 
, to and irom school. 
Furthermore, 
I we want to be sure that the school- j 
house floors are kept reasonably 
free from dust. 
Floors of rural i 
schools particularly should be oiled j 
to keep down the dust. Many chil­ 
dren develop respiratory infections 
soon after entering school. Then let 
us demand that the school grounds

WARREN. O., Oct. 9 —Two wild 
Canadian geese, each at least 117 
years old. are leading a quiet do­ 
mestic life on the farm of James 
S. Morrow near here. 
Their lon­ 
gevity has proved to be one of the 
most mysterious pranks of nature. 


Written 
documentary 
evidence 
handed down through four genera­ 
tions of the Morrow family is ex­ 
hibited as proof that the birds were 
captured in October. 1814 at Bar- 
bison millrace on Whetstone Creek 
in Marion county. Ohio. 
Polly, one of the birds, laid seven 
l *gs lar 
year, deepening the bio­ 
logical mystery surrounding her ex­ 
istence. 
Polly' has been laying eggs 
annuallv for 116 years according to 
Morrow. Molly, the other bird, lays 
eggs intermittently, frequently skip­ 
ping several seasons. 


Morrow estimates the two birds 
have laid more than 2.000 eggs dur­ 
ing their lifetime. None of the eggs 
are fertile. 
Plumage of both birds is smooth 
and glossy, giving every indication 
of perfect health and vitality.

is about five pounds lighter than 
the average Canadian wild goose but 
the other is just average size.

Oct. 9—“W hoop­ 
ing cough is most fatal in the sec­ 
ond m onth of life and measles in 
the second year” Dr. J. Bruce Mc- 
Creary. deputy secretary of health 
said today.“ Over half of the deaths 
from whooping cough occur during 
the first year and nearly 90 per cent 
occur n the first two years. If

child 
escapes 
getting 
whooping 
: cough while a baby, it is very apt to 
pull through, but it is not past d an ­ 
ger as the whooping cough may lead 
to tuberculosis. 
“W ith measles 
the 
first 
three 
years are the most fatal, nearly 80 
per cent of the measles deaths oc­ 
curring then. Measles is much more 
fatal to adults 
than 
is whooping 
; cough, about three 
per 
cent 
of 
measles deaths being among adults. 
So if parents permit* children to 
contract measles they may have the 
infection brought to themselves and 
with fatal results. 
“D iphtheria 
and 
scarlet 
fever 
cause their fatalities in children lat­ 
er 
than 
measles 
and 
whooping 
cough. W ith diphtheria the 
most 
I fatal years are between two and five 
during which time 50 per cent 
oi 
deaths from diphtheria occur. About 
1 5 per cent of the deaths from diph- 
i theria occur among adults and 15 
; per cent of the deaths from scar­ 
let fever occur among adults. 
“Even chickenpox causes a few 
deaths, as does mumps. So all these 
i contagious 
diseases 
are 
serious 
: things and every effort should be 
| made in the schools and homes to 
keep them from spreading. Every 
case should be reported by anybody 
who knows about it, and be prom pt- 
| iy quarantined."

Discovery of the dart, believed to 
ave been shot from the bow of a 
Lan, has added proof to the theory 


j advanced in recent years th at Ne­ 
braska was populated by a nation 
of prehistoric Indians who hunted 
the giant beasts of interior North 
America. 


The skeleton was found in a high 
j bank on the farm of Ross Brooks 
southwest of here.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct, 9—The 
j shortest airline in the country drop­ 
ped from first place in the num ber 
of passengers carried during the 
first six m onths of 1931. according 
to operations statistics made public 
by the departm ent of commerce. 
Air Ferries Ltd., operating over 
| the seven-mile airway from San 
Francisco to Alameda, Calif., now 
occupies third place, these reports 
■ indicate, with New York. Philadel- 
l phia, and W ashington Airways in 
j first 
place. 
Further 
inform ation 
contained in the operation reports 
follows:

The New York-W ashington serv­ 
ice carried more passengers th an 
j were transported over any other 
j single route in the United States 
during the first six m onths of the 
year and flew the second largest 
num ber cf passenger-miles although 
the route is only 210 miles. 
This 
line reported 29.169 passengers car­ 
ried and 4.895,539 passenger-m iles 
flown between January and June. 
Transcontinental and W estern Air 
carried 11.464 passengers on its New 
York-Los Angeles trans-continental 
route to fly the most passenger- 
miles on a single line. 6.062,220 in its 
operations over the 2,500-mile route. 
The total passenger volume reported 
by Air Ferries was 10.306, which was 
a decrease of approximately 11.500 
in comparison with the previous six

squashes make their storage prof­ 
itable to the home gardener as well 
as the commercial grower. 
These products can be stored for 
several months if in good condition 
| when placed in storage and kept 
| at a moderately low temperature, 
between 40 and 50 degrees Fa'iiren- 
heit, in a dry atmosphere, and with 
medium ventilation. 
Only well-matured fruits should 
be stored. They are cut or carefully 
broken from the vines just before 
frost. The ripening or curing pro­ 
cess hardens the "Shell” on the 
fruits and lessens the danger of 
storage rots. 
This may be accom­ 
plished by placing in small piles in 
the field, but a better method is 
to use artificial heat and thorough 
ventilation for about two weeks be­ 
fore placing in storage. 
Extreme care must be used in 
handling the fruits, because decay 
starts from a bruise, a broken stem, 
or the small "button” at the blos­ 
som end.

spread easily if the fruits are placed 
in single layers, on shelves, not 
touching each other.

Many of the fungi causing garden ; 
diseases live and multiply in th e ! 
plant refuse when it is plowed down i 
or even when it is thrown on the j 
manure pile and later put back on 
the land. 
Since many diseases, such as cel- i 
ery blights, and tomato leaf spot, j 
were very severe during the past j 
season, growers are urged to burn | 
the refuse. 
Many of the mast troublesome 
diseases of floral crops, such as j 
black spot and milde„w of roses, mil- j 
dew of phlox, and leaf spot of box- :

Public Problems 


Star With Fifty 
Beach Costumes

FO R T DODGE. Ia„ Oct. 9 —A re ­ 
vival of the old New E ngland system 
of town m eetings has been staged 
here as the first of a series of open 
forum m eetings, proposed by Judge 
W illiam S. K enyon, m em ber of P res­ 
ident H oover’s crim e com m ission, as 
a practical m eans of arriving a t a 
solution of pressing public problems. 
“Full and free discussion of any 
problem will help to solve it,” Judge 
K envon declared in 
an 
interview 
published in th e Real News, local 
weekly new spaper, in w hich th e open 
forum idea was proposed. 
“I am in favor of the open forum 
idea.” he stated further, “ because it 
is a good thing for people to get to ­ 
gether and talk things over. 
We 
could bring in specialists along th eir 
lines to discuss economic and gov­ 
ern m en tal prTblems and th en throw’ 
th e m eetings open for general dis­ 
cussion.” 
Judge K enyon’s idea was carried 
out to the letter, according to J. W. 
Kim e, form er state legislator and 
prom inent in local politics for m ore 
th a n a q u arte r a century, who is 
acting as chairm an. 
He 
pointed 
i out th a t “Every citizen, m an and 
i w om an, is asked to consider him self 
or herself a m em ber of th e Public 
Open Forum .” 
C itizenship is th e only requirem ent 
j for m em bership. 
“We m ight need an extra police­ 
m an.” Judge K envon observed :n his 
interview , “to m aintain order :f the 
debate becomes too exciting.”

into a huge moving van. 
The basem ent does not hold the 
40 barrels containing each 50 gal­ 
lo n s of mash, because the barrels 
were destroyed and the m ash a l­ 
lowed to flow into the street when 
The raiders started their work of 
dismantling. 
Axes were borrowed 
from central fire station and the 40 
ba rrels, were soon a heap of fire 
wood. 
The courthouse holds the three 
stills of 700 gallons total capacity 
found in the garage at the rear of i 
24 Center street. It is reported th at j 
when the raiding party arrived two 
of the stills were in full operation ! 
on the ground floor of the garage.

by may be seen two cases of whis­ 
key bottle labels th at contain the 
printed caption:

The distillery and

Center street was a complete out­ 
fit, as evidenced by the array of 
supplies. 
Even a good supply of 
corks of all sizes was confiscated 
and may be found in the padlocked 
basement. 
The pile of confiscated parapher­ 
nalia includes 60 gallons of the fin­ 
ished whiskey. 
There is also the 
cooling and filtering apparatus thru 
which liquor was given a sand and 
cotton treatm ent. 
A pum p with 
which the distiller would Sorce the 
liquor from barrel to barrel from 
the first to the second floor or to 
the basem ent of the garage, may 
also be seen. 
W hen the officers entered the ga­ 
rage on Monday evening 
they first 
saw the copling and filtering 
sys­ 
tems together with the two stills in 
operation on the first floor.
